RECENT visitor ut my 
ofitce was H. V. Dettman, a 
machinery ‘manufacturer of 
Minnenpolls, © Minn. Dettman 
has developed in point count 
system of bidding all his own. 


. He has not put it Into print 
us yet, but some of the points 
in his system ire as follows: He 
counts an ace 6, » king 4, a 
queen Janda Jack 2, To open 


“the bidding: you must have 18 |. 


points In face cards, In sup- 
porting your partner, If you 
have five or more trumps, you 
con count a vold = sult 12, a 
singleton 7-or a doubleton 3. 
However, you: cannot count 
more than one of them unless 
you hnve sever trumps, in 
which case you can count two 
of those groups. 

Dettman says that 36: points 
are required for game at no 
trump and 40 at a suit bid, In 


other words, you divide his 
count by four to determine the 
number of tricks you have. To 
support your partner, you must 
have ut least 12 points.

“The line has been 
drawn,"" ‘his. Holiness said, 
“with the aim of erecting a 
dam for the salvation, not 
only: of the working people, 
but of all’ and everybody 
without exception, from 
Marxism, negating, as it 
does, God and worship. 

“The .decree has nothing to 
do with the difference between 
poor and rich, between 
cnpitalists and proletarians, 
between haves and have-nots.”
